GENERAL 


1. dAccording to agreement the British Admiralty has custody of 
the German Naval Archives. These Archives are called the "Tambach” 
collection (see German Documents Section, The Admiralty report). 
This collection has been divided - the recent records (from 1920 on) 
are at the Admiralty, and the old records (before 1920) are at Park 
Royal on the outskirts of London. 


2, The United States Navy has borrowed selected documents from 
these archives, microfilmed them, and sent the microfilms to Washington. 
At this date practically all of the German Naval War Diaries of World 
War II have been reproduced. The Office of Naval Intelligence receives 
all microfilms of War Diaries and technical materiel while microfilms 
of old records are sent to the Naval Records and Library. The catalogs 
of these records are by accession and subject. 


3. Current activities of the German Documents Project consist of 
translations and also studies produced by former German Naval Officers. 
Selected documents of the Archives are microfilmed, translated, and 

then sent to ONT. German Naval War Diaries covering several areas 
have been translated. Several studies have been written, two of which 
concern the Black Sea and Murmansk areas, Other studies have been 
produced but not yet published. 


RECOMMENDATIONS 
4. It is recommended that FDB, CIA contact ONI, DN to ascertain 


what has already been exploited and translated in the Tambach collection 
to prevent duplication.
